Mighty Mount McKinley Cannot Be 
Climbed From the South. 
Describing their expedition to Mount 
McKinley last summer, Professot 
Parker and Belmore Browne say in the 
Metropolitan that, although it was prob 
ably the best equipped expedition from 
a mountaineering: standpoint that bas 
ever been Wrganized in America, the 
het result of its explorations is a mar 
of a hitherto unknown stretch ot 
mountain wilderness" and the knowl 
edge that Mount McKinley is unclimb 
abe Trem the wou ; 
. “We attacked the mountain from nc 
fewer than five different points and jp 
each case were stopped by ‘irisurmount- 
able Aifficulties. We ‘were on the ice 
fifty days, Mountaineering. technicali- 
ties had nothing to do with our failure 
to reach the summit. At each attempt 
we encountered straight walls of ice 


avoided, . 3 
“The problem of climbing the moun- 
tain from its southern side is an un.

About one in every six London 
policeman is injured during the year. 

More than one thousand men were 
on the sick list from. injuries received 
while on” duty; and nearly ‘seven, 
hundred more who were injured. off 
; duty. Some of the cases were so 
| serious as to disable’ the men for a 
week or more, and. these amounted 
to no fewer than 677.. Besides these, 
there were twice as many injured less 
severely, who’ were not placed on the 
sick: list.

police are exposed: 2,266 men were 
assaulted or injured when making ar- 


rests; 102 bitten by dogs; 51 hurt by | 


persons not arrested; 17 injured while 
dispersing disorderly crowds; 44 
hurt, some very severely, when stop- 
ping runaway horses; 21 injured 
when assisting fallen‘ or restive 
horses; 25-kicked, trodden on, or 
knocked down by horses} 31 injured 
(14 very severely) by vehicles when 
regulating’ traffic; and 28 were injur- 
ed when ‘extinguishing fires. :

The Fall in the Death Rate. 

In the registration area of the Unit- 
ed States the deatb rate has fallen 
from 19.6 per 1.000 in 1890 to 15.4 in 
1908. In Massachusetts the death rate 
has-fallen from 19.4 in 1890 to We in 
1907. In England and Wales it has 
fallen from 195 in 1890 to 14,7 ip 
1908; in Sweden from 17.1 tn 1890 to 
149 in 1908, and in France from 22.8 
fm 1890 to 14.9 in 1908. ‘ y 

This is a splendid showing. but when 
we analyze the material from which 
these figures are derived we find that 
the death rate among young people 
bas fallen more than 30 per cent, while 
the death rafe among the middle aged 


‘ and elderly has either been slightly af- 


fected or markedly increased, accord- 
ing to the locality iovestigated. . 

In Massachusetts the increase in the 
death rate at advanced ages is really 
startling and doubtiess reflects a con- 
dition general throughout the country.

Value of Periodical Examinations. 

It must be apparent that this human 
machine should be periddi¢ally exam 
ined for evidence of commencing 
strain and impairment. Many a val- 
uable life could be saved for. years of 
happy and useful existence if the early 
symptoms of disease were detected and 
the’ manner of living ¢hanged. A 
downward course may readily be 
checked if the’ diseaxe has not gone 
too far. The wise man, -therefore, will 
consult bis doctor at least once a year 
and listen patiently to advice regard 
ing the habits of eating, drinking and 
bousing. The periodical inspection of 
the whole family is also desirable. Give 
the children a chance to be molded 
and guided to health and strength in 
stead of permitting them to grow up 
like weeds or unjrained vines. The 
correction of eye troubles, removal of 
adenoids, tonsils, etc., proper habits 
of-batbing. eating, -ete.. may com- 
sletely change the destiny of your chil- 

n. i ' 

These principles are coming to be 
recognized as of such extreme impor: 
tance that one large life insurance 
company has arranged to give to its pol- 
icy holders the privilege of free med- 
ical examinations once a year. believ- 
ing that the saving of lives will more 
than offset the expense. involved. 

Care In Choice of a Home. 

_In choosing a habitation’ remember 
that sunlight, fresh air and dry soil are 
money savers, By properly choosing 
your location you may save the inter- 
est on the mortgage in doctors’ bills 
See that your home is on firm, well 
drained ground. Made ground. bow- 
ever carefully packed" and graded; ix 
very likely to cause a dampness in the 
cellar and around the foundations. Do 
not settle near'a marshy pond or slug- 
gish stream if you can help it A 
southern exposure is desirable. ; 

Have plenty of window space, and 
80 arrange your rooms that those most 
constantly occupied—bedrooms, living 
rooms, etc.—are thoroughly ventilated 
and well lighted. The best room in 
the house shvuld be used by the fam- 
fly, not by an occasional guest. 

If the soil is damp the subsoil must 
be drained. below. the foundation and 
the cellar floors and walls thoroughly 
cemented. Absdlute dryness may-be 
attained by having hollow walls. 
Bricks are, undesirable for cellar. walls, 
as.they absorb moisture. Stone is 
likewise porous and retains moisture 
Slate or cement coatings will obviate 
the danger. - . 


‘ Heating. . 

If you ‘have’a hot air furnace be sure 
it is of good quality, gas proof and 
that the air supply is drawn from out- 
side and-not trom the cellar. or any, 
damp or dusty location. See that a 
water reservuir is attached to the fur- 
nace and kept filled. ..' 

‘If otber.methods of heating by direct 
radiation are employed some provision 
should be made for changing the’ air 
‘of the room. Many special ventilating 
systems have been invented, and if 
means” permit these should be inves- 
tigated” and a desirable one installed 
when the bouse jis built. Stugnant, 
vitiated, overheated, dusty or damp 
air is a menaee to health. Exclude. 
these conditions from your home. It 
can be dove. . ; 

Water Supply. 

If there is no general water supply 
systen) in your locality, beware of 
shallow wells, surface springs or wa- 
ter from any doubtful source. A deep 
driven well far removed from any 
possibie source of contamination, 
should: be secured, if. possible; other- 
wise cistern water, held in a slate or 
cemented cistern, is safer. Suspected 
water sbould always be boiled. 

I have elsewhere dwelt upon the im- 
portance of proper sewage disposal, 
but ‘it cannot be too often stated that 
the old fashioned methods employed 
in the country are barbarous and un- 


‘worthy of a civilized nation. Study 


this question carefully and adopt a 
system. whether surface irrigation or 
portable dry earth closet, etc., that 
will protect your family and your 
neighbors from. disease. If greater 
care is not exercised in this regard 
the state must step. in and act vigor- 
ously to protect the community from 
typhoid, bookworm and otber mala- 
dies due to soil pollution. 


The Home Atmosphere, 

It ts not sufficient to keep physical 
germs out of the home atmosphere.

probe its dark mysteries. The out- 
skirts and more open parts bordering 
the’ river are frequented by casso- 
wary, boar, and walleby, and are the 
haunt of the greater Bird. of Paradise, 
whose shrill, joyous calls from_ its 
dancing trees enliven these dark 
depths. Less than a mile from the 
river the trees and saplings encroach 
upon one another to such an extent 
that it is impossible for a man. to 
stand at any: spot without being 
touched on every side by their 
straight stems. In addition to this 
these are heavy undergrowth and 
manyother obstructions from falling 
and rotting trees. It is the haunt of 
all*creeping things, from the deadly 
puff adder to the greater, yet com- 
paratively harmless python, Noxious 
insects. abound, and leeches swarm 
en the saturated, moss-ridden trees 
and undergrowth. Everything decay- 
ing; no_air_seems to circulate there, 
and what little there is is foetid and 
stiffling. 

Disma], dark, dripping—this is the 
jungle where for days and weeks we 
have n trying to cut a path, along 
which we may squeeze through to the

or 13 miles to the east. With’ Gurk- 
has and natives cutting and hacking 
with axes for hours on end, some 
slight. advance-is. made, Never a halt 
or test“for as soon as one man’s 
hand gives out, rendered incapable 
by bruises and’ blistérs, his place is 
promptly taken by another and a fit- 
ter. Four. weeks’ arduous and con- 
stant work. has resulted in the cut- 
ting of 5,900 yards of road.” 

Dr. Eric Marshall in a letter .gives 
some interesting details of the natives 
in these-unknown regions.. He says: 
‘“‘Woman out here is relegated to a 
very inferior position. Her duties 
are numerous, for she drags up the 

“children, cuts the firewood, brings in 
the sago from the sago swamps, and 
works the Canoes so far as poling and 
paddling go; occasionally proving hér) 
skil) as a warrior in the family and 
village quarrels, and always coming 
off best with her tongue. The tailor- ; 
ing departmént does not worry her 
much, she being usually content with 
a strip of bark cloth which adorns 
her person if it does not suffice to 
clothe her. : 

On the death of a man—men pre- 
dominate in this region—tbe night is 
spent. by the mourners in shouting, 


|.fire, with the purpose of driving away 

the ghosts or devils. From-time to 
time the widow, clad like Eve, but 
as ugly as Satan, crawls around the 
grave wailing and chanting, and 
performing weird movements with 
arms and body.”

leaving the wood exposed. " Just as 
soon as the tissues are broken down 
by the parasite—the fungi—then the 
condition exists for the grubs, larvae 
and ants and all kinds of “crawling 
critters” to make their home in such 
a place. And can we blame them? . 
No; we would do the same if we were 
ants or bugs. It is we who are to 
blame for wounding our friends, the 
trees, and opening up their noble 
bodies to decay and disease. See how 
the branch to the right in fllustration 
No. 6 has been eaten away by insects,’ 
This is one of a whole orchard of ap- 
ple trees in Sandusky, O., that went to 
pleces ina sleet storm about fifteen 
months ago—an. orchard of fine varie 
ties of apples. There is an element of 
sadness about this, but the part that 
appeals to most people is the “dollar 
side.” From a business standpvint, 
what a folly to allow ignorant men to 
reduce real estate values of property 
because they know enough to run a 
saw or wield an ax! 

‘ This is not, as a rule, maliciously 
done, It is often accomplished by 
good meaning people. Fifteen years 
ago I knew a. good, bonest Dutehman 
who “trimmed” an apple orchard for ° 
the “firewood.” A year ago It cost $2,000 
‘to repair the damage, and certainly 
the trees are vastly inferior to what 
they. would have been had they not 
had their noble boles and branches 
hollowed by disease.
